JEFFERSON City, Mo., January . —In the 
absence of Senator Madison R. Smith of Sal- 
Unger County, Senator Mansfield of Wright 
County submitted the report of the committee 
appointed by the Governor to settle with the 
State Auditorand Treasurer and to investi- 
gate the management of the State depart- 
ments. The report is voluminous, containing 
over 100 pages of closely written legal cap. It 
reviews in detail the management of every 
State department and severely scores some 
of the State officials. Referring to the man- 
agementofthe State Insurance Department 
the committee says: 

Jour committee bas sought, to the best of 
its ability, to ascertain all facts that would be 
important to a full understanding of this de- 
partment, but, while it has done the best it 
could, it feels conscious of the fact thata 
more thorough investigation ought to be 
made, thatallthe workings be fully under- 
stood in order that the proper legislation 
might be enacted and the department be 
placed under greater restrictions and better 
administrative discipline. Extravagance and 
not economy characterizes the management; 
independence of law, and not subjection to it, 
seems to be the rule of action. 

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE. 

The committee recommends that the salary 
of Insurance Commissioner be reduced from 
$4,000 to $8,000 per annum, also that the office 
of the department be removed from 8t. Louis 
to Jefferson ; the tion of the insur- 
ance fund a tof the receipts of the 
office into the State Treasury, under the law 
relating to and governing the general rev- 
enues of the State; the auditing ofall claims 
and vouchers and the Auditor’s warrants in 
the Treasury for the payment of the same; an 
increase of taxation as to insurance companies 
of all kinds; a complete revision of all laws re- 
lating to and governing insurance companies 
and that the Attorney-General be made the le- 
gal adviser of the department. 

The committee says that it has been the 
custom of the department to employ attorneys 
at the rate of $l0aday and alli traveling ex- 
penses and prosecute informations at the ex- 
pense of the department. 

ACTUARY HARVEY. 

The report says: This kind of employment 
of counsel is without warrant of law.“ The 
report further states thatthe Actuary of the 
department, A. F. Harvey, who places val- 
ues on policies of insurance companies, is also 
employed by several of the largest insurance 
companies of the State to do the same kind of 
work for them. The committee says: It 
requires no particular astuteness to see the 
impropriety of an official of the State employ- 
ing an agent that is hired by the ve 
companies whose duties it is, under his oat 
of office, to prevent from taking undue ad- 
vantage of insurers and policy holders. Yet 
Mr. Harvey is engaged, and has been for 
years, by both parties, and the Commissioner 
seems to treat it as not improper.’’ 

THE LABOR BUREAU. 

Referring tothe Bureau of Labor Statistics 
the report says: In the opinion of your com- 
mittee is will not justify the State to continue 
the expense of maintaining this office for 
the benefits received. What work is done is 
of necessity not well done, because to conduct 
this character of work well large outlavs of 
money must be made, and it is doubtful, if 
well done, that the State would beneiit corre- 
spondingly.’*’ 

The committee recommends that the office 
of Bureau of Labor Statistics be abolished and 
the work transferred to the Auditor’s office.

MINISTER AND LORD SALISBURY. 


A Diplematic Defense of the Offending

LONDON, January 13.—The important Par- 
UHamentary paper giving further correspond- 
ence respecting the demand of the United 
States Government for the recall af Lord Sack- 
ville, contains a large photographie 
fac simile of the front page of the 
New York Tribune of November 4, giv- 
ing Sackville’s letter. u 
to Lord Salisbury Sackville confesses that h 
has been guilty of an indiscretion, into whieh, 
however, he says he was basely betrayed, but 
bas nothing to be ashamed of, as he was 
under the impression that his letter was 
to be considered private, and that it 
was not to be susceptible of the interpreta- 
tion given it by unscrupulous political wire- 
pullers. He repudiates the account of the 
interview with him, given in the 7ridune, and 
says he has no thought or intention of impugn. 
ing the action of the United States Executive. 
He emphatically denies the language attrib- 


utedto him by otner papers about ‘‘clap-. 


trap’’ and ‘‘trickery’’ and complains bitterly 
of Secretary Bayard’s conduct, Mr. Bayard, 
he says, accepted his disclaimer of having 
sought to interfere in the domestic politics of 
the United States, but the exigencies of the 
campaign and the necessity of gaining the Irish 
vote were paramount, and Secretary Bayard 
does not hesitate to impute motives which 
had no existence, and which had formally 
been repudiated, and to make them the cause 
of what he ventures to think Salisbury will 
consider an almost unprecedented slip on the 
part of the executive. 
MINISTER PHELPS’ COMMUNICATION. 

In a letter to Lord Salisbury, dated Decem- 
ber 4, alinister Phelps sums up the case and 
points out that Murchison’s letter contained 
very grave insinuations against the integrity 
and motives of the President of the United 
States and important questions of foreign 
policy. He further says that these insinua- 
tions do not appear to have been regarded by 
Sack ville as a sufficient reason for declining to 
answer the letter, and that the reply, marked 
private, only distinguishes it from official 
correspondence, if really intended to make it 
pubiic, This is apparent because that was the 
proposed and only object of the Mur- 
chison letter and is confirmed by the 
statement of Sackville himself, in his 
interview with a reporter of the 
Herald. Lord Salisbury in his reply 
says that what view Her Majesty’s 
Government would bave taken of Sackville’s 
action if the Presidant of the United States had 
laid before them the alleged grave and weighty 
reasons, it would be superfluous to consider, 
as he believed a private communication made 
by an Embassador in good faith has never be- 


fore been made the subject of international 
rests upon the precise purport of the state- 


mente made by Sackville to the news- 
paper reporters, but these were fair matters 
for discussion. It is sufficient to say 
that under the existing circumstances there 
was nothing in Sackville’s conduct to justify 
do striking a departure from the circumspect 
and deliberate procedure by which, in such 
cases, it is the usage of friendly States to mark 
their consideration for each other. The 
friends of Sackville are certain to make use of 
Phelps’ letter to try to damage the latter in 
view of the forthcoming banquets in his honor. 
The same publication wherein Phelps con- 
tends that Sackville’s letter was intended for 
publication, contains Murchison’s letter to 
Sackville, in which the phrase occurs, I 
apply to you privately and confidentially for 
information, which shall in turn be treated as 
entirely secret.’’

The Bell Telephone Co.“ $100-a-Year Ex- 
action Criticised. 


Fielding Mansfield, President of the Tele- 
phone Subscribers’ Protective Association, 
has issued the following address to the mem 
bers:

On May 81 last the Bell Telephone Oo. for 
violation of ordinance 14,408 was fined $800 by 
Judge Oady. Pending the hearing of the case 
on appeal in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
this company removed a number of its tele- 
phone instruments from the establishments of 
subscribers, as their contracts expired. This

DO YOU OWN A HORSE? 


If seo, You Will Find Some Good Advice 
Here. 


From Medical Classics. 
Never wash a horse with cold water when he 


is heated. 

Feed your borse three times daily, but never 
overfeed. 

Water before feeding, but not while the 
horse is hot from work. 

Use the whip very little, and never when the 
animal shies or stumbles. 


Never leave a horse standing unhitched. It 
is ths way to make them runaways. 

Do not storm and fret. Be quiet and kind, 
and the horse will be 80, too, in most cases. 

Give the horse a large stall and a good bed 
at night. Is is important that he lie down to 
rest. 

Do not expect your horse to be equally good 
an everything. The horse, like the man, must 
be adapted to his work. 

Near the close of a journey let the borse 
walk. If covered with sweat rub off with a 
sr to prevent too sudden cooling.

washing with salt water. Wash shoulders 
Gally when using the horse. Brine is good 
also for stiff joints. 

Never allow any one to tickle or tease your 
horse in the stable. The anima)! only feels the 
torment and does not understand the joke.

Keep a horse’s bedding dry and clean under- 
neath as well as ontop. Standing in hot, ter- 
menting manure causes thrush. 

When used 
roughly it is a source of great pain; brushing 
and rubbing are the proper means to secure a 
glossy coat. Let the heels be brushed out 
every night. Dirt, if allowed to cake in, causes 
sore becis. 

When a horse comes In from a journey, the 
first thing is to walk him around until be is 
cool. Thenext thing istorub him dry. This 
removes dirt, dust and sweat, and aliows 
time to recover, and the appetite to return. 
Also have his legs well rub by the hand; 
nothing 80 soon removes a strain. 

Let your horse stand loose, if possible, with- 
out being tied up in the manger. Pain and 
weariness from a confined position induce 
bad habits.

West Virginia Election Frauds. 


From Her Governor's Message. 

Throughout the country,for months last pest, 
the very atmosphere has been laden with 
the cry of fraud. Reproach has been cast 
upon our own State as never before by illegal, 
fraudulent and corrupt voting in almost 
every county within its borders. This is so 
palpable that be who runs may read. The 
capitations of 1884 were 133,522, and the entire 
vote, after the most active political campaign 
ever made in the State, 187,587. The capita- 
tions for 1888 were 147,408, and the entire vote 
169,440. The difference in the capitations and 
the vote in 1884 was 4,065; in 1888 it is 12,082. 
This shows an increase of votes in four years 
of 21,858, which if legitimate, would indicste a 
population of 900,000, and an increase in four 
years of much more than 100,000. It is certain 
tbat no such increase has taken place. 

The purity of our elections imperatively de- 
mands a revision of the election laws. The 

public sentiment of the State demands it. 
These crimes should be made so odious that 
no man with the slightest claims to common 
d@eency can dare to condone them.

The fact is re- 
called that two years ago Ryder got Lewis to 
introduce bis bill against opiom joints, and in 
addition to this the General and the honorable 
member from Cedar have been seen together a 
great deal around the Madison House of late. 

The resolution called attention to an article 
published in the St. Louis Republic in relation 
to the refusal of Prosecuting Attorney Ber- 
nard Dierkes to aid certain citizens of St. Louis 
in the enforcement of the law which prohibits 
the selling of liquor on Sunday. It stated that 
this was but one of a number of charges 
against Dierkes, and referred to the report 
that the Court of Criminal Oorrection was run 
in the interest of saloon-keepers and to pre- 
vent the punishment of offenders against the 
Sunday law. In conclusion it was ‘‘Resvlved, 
That a committee of five from the members 
of the House de appointed to go to 
the city of St. Louis and investigate 
the complaints against Judge Noonan and Mr. 
Dierkes, and if necessary prepare and intro- 
duce an act to abolish the Court of Criminal 
Correction and the offices connected there- 
with.’’ 

Estill of Howard County jumped to his feet 
immediately the red- headed clerk had finished 
reading the resolution, and moved to lay in on 
the table. The motion met with a dozen seo 
onds all over the House. The Speaker put the 
question, and then there was a yell ot yea“ 
that shook the building.

COUNTERFEITING AMERICAN TRADEMARKS. 

‘‘I have been engaged ia commerce fora 
number of years with Mexico, and am con- 
tinually astonished atthe lack of enterprise 
shown by our American manufacturers in 
securing the trade of this great country which 
lies at our very doors, is our natural tributary, 
and produces almost nothing itself except 
raw materials. Yet we allow the English 
and the Germans to take by far the greater 
portion of the trade away from us, and in- 
stead of excluding them, they come very near 
shutting us out. The reason is not that the 
transatlantic goods are better than those 
manufactured in this country, for the con- 
trary is the Case, but that every foreign man- 
ufacturing house has a resident agent who not 
only attends to the sales, but keeps his princi- 
pais posted on the exact kinds of fabrics 
required by the people. Other things 
being equal, American goods are 
accorded the preference. An  incon- 
trovertible proof of this is to de 
found in the fact that American trade marks 
are most extensively counterfeited by 
European manufacturers. Some houses, who 
will not do this themselves, do not raise any 
objection to its being done by the retailers to 
whom they sell. 

„ an instance of the extent to which this is 
earried, I know of a large shoe firm in Sal- 
tillo, which makes a practice of paying a 
small amount for every St. Louls shoe label 
which is brought them. These théy place 
on English shoes, and sell them 
much more readily than they can 
those stamped with the European brand. 
This fact is recognized all over Mexico, and 
one lithographic establishment makes a hand- 
some income by printing and selling imita- 
tions of American labels. 

THE MEXICAN SHOE TRADE. 

‘* Where the foreigners beat us out. of sight 
is in modelle.

The Mexicans, at least those of the 
country districts outside of the rich valley of 
Mexico, are a barefoot race, but are

In this country those who buy cheap shoes re- 
uire them to be wide in proportion to 
their tength, and the average sizes 
The Mexicans are a small 
race, and with feet small m proportion to 
their size. The consequence isthatan Amer- 
ican consignment contains a majority of shoes 
that will suit nobody and «re a dead loss to 
the purchaser. The English and Germans, on 
the other hand, have made a pecoujiar kind of 
last, known as the Mexican last, which is used 
only for shoes intended for the Spanish Amer- 
jean trade. They are rather vsandais than 
shoes, with fimsy, light soles, made of poor 
materialand leaving the ankle unconfined. 
As shoes they are very poor but are far more 
to the taste of the Mexicans than the articles 
sent from this country, and with a forged 
‘American trade mark are driving ours out of 
the market. 
CALICOES AND COTTON GOODS. 

The same fact is observable in cotton 
goods. The Mexicans have a strong eye for 
color but do not want it bright, and especially 
want it in large masses and figures and not in 
small patterns. Nearly all the American cail- 
coes are printed in small flower or vine pat- 
terns, the ground being either white or 
bright red. he English and French, takin 
pains to inform themselves of the nation 
taste, make their prints of pale yellow or dull 
red, In solid masses, and for this reason their 

roducts are preferred. A very slight change 

n our system of manufacture in which some 
attention was paid to national taste, would 
increase our trade tenfold. This is very 
markedly the case with the coarser grades oi 
white cotton which are extensively worn by 
the negrows, Indians and poorer class of per- 
sons. Our manufactures are too heavy 
and too closely woven, — the 
exact counterpart of the goods soid in the 
Southern States of America, while the English 
goods are ofa much more open texture, and 
are therefore greatly preferréd. They make 
goods especially for the Mexican oe, which 
they attempt to sellin no other part of the 
world, while we, making our own market the 
standard, try to sell goodssuitable enough for 
that, to people who want something else. 
few shrewd commercial travelers, who would 

late both the needs and 

people of Mexico, would 

be able to increase the business of their em- 

ployers by millions of dollars t year. No 

American can see this great market, which be- 

lougs to us by nature, absorbed by foreigners, 

simply because of a little carelessness and in- 

attention on our Own part, and [I hope that 

eur merchants will open their eyes to the 
great field for trade ready to their hands.’’

SHAMOKIN, Pa., January 12.—Matthew Will- 
lame of Lykens and William Mevarthy of this 
city engaged in a desperate prize fight two 
miles from here yesterday afternoon, London 
prize ring rules, in which 102 bloody rounds 
were fought.

He told the 
latter he would back him for £1,000 if the ight 
came off in three weeks. MoOarthy 
signed, and the friends of Will- 
lames succeeded in covering Adams’ 
amount. Williams is 4 years old and 
entered the ring weighing 176 pounds. 
McOarthy balanced the scales at 182 pounds, 
his age being 29 years. At 1 o’clook twenty 
friends of the pugilists congregated on the 
farm where the ropes were stretched, and a 
referee and time-keeper were chosen. An 
hour later the fight commenced. Williams 
was the first to lead and caught his opponent 
a terrible right-hander on the neck, knocking 
him down. The second round was fierce, in 
which McOarthy’s nose was broken and 
Williams’ right eye was closed, while his 
forehead swelled to the sige of an egg. After 
this to the thirtieth round, both men were cau- 
tious. The thirty-first opened with McCarthy 
getting in a terrible blow on the Welchman’s 

mple which almost ended the fight, as WIll- 
lams wanted to guit. His backer urged him 
on, and ten more rounds were gone through 
with, when Williams, who had regained his 
fast departing strength and courage, landed a 
blow on MeCarthy's left cheek, almost knock- 
ing his jaw in. From this on to the last 
round both men fought with much ferocity. 
The one hundred and second round opened 
with Williams hitting MoCarthy on the breast, 
which blow was returned b Carthy felling 
Williams to the earth by a right-hander on the

McCarthy iost his temper at this sally and 
struck his opponent on the head with his left 
hand, whereupon the referee closed the battle 
by declaring a foul, and instructed the stake- 
bolder to turn the money over to Williams.

Milton Young’s imported yearling ali.
